The memorial to Congress by Wil- 


liams, urging the passage of the Began 
bill, passed the Seriate Wednesday.

A number of Lutheran clergymen

It is proposed to purohass a 
duplicate of the figure which stands in 
the center of the celebrated group at 
Worms, and erect it in front of the Lu- 
theran Memorial Charch, Washington. 


A paper bomb, charged with powdsr,

uolcl and Sliver Production. 


The Compendium of the Census o 


1880 shows that the total production o 
gold for tha census year -was $33,609, 
633, and of silver $47,170,957. Besides 
this, n careful estimate places the value 
of rich specimens, not accounted for in 
the Mine productions, at $150,000 in 
gold and $50,000 in silver. The lead 
ing mining StattB are Colorado, Califor- 
nia and Nevada followed by the Terri 
tories of Utah, Montana, Dakota, Ari- 
zona and Idaho, in the order named 
The proportionate amounts of gold auc 
silver famished by each vary greatly 
Thus, while Colorado furnishes forty 
per cent, of all the silver in the Unitec 
States, it yielded but eight per cent, o: 
the gold. 
California, on the other 


hand, is the source of over half of thi 
gold yield and less than three per cent 
of the silver. A similar divergence is 
observed in other portions of the min 
ing region, the two precious metals oc 
curring side by side, bat often in widely 
disproportionate quantities.

•rioters formed in lino and marched 
some distance ia an orderly manner, and 
-disappeared. No arrests. 


The Bodie Free Pren3 says: "Anew 


ndustry has sprung up in Bodie which 
threatens to overshadow our mining in- 
dustry. A number of men are at work 
at the lower end of town tearing down 
buildings and loading them on wagons. 
The lumber is to be taken to Haw- 
thorne. In a few weeks—when spring 
weather has fairly set in—no doubt a 
large number of vacant houses will be 
shipped to the Walker Lake town. The 
lower end of Bodie presents a lonesome 
aspect at present. Many of th« build- 
ings are going to ruin; the sidewalks 
are cranky; unlatched doors swing on 
rusty hinges; demolished stovepipes 
sway to and fro and hero and there the 
legends 'for rent' and 'for sale' stand 
out with great prominence. Nothing is 
quite so depressing us a row of deserted 
houses —unless it id an empty stomach."
